FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. - 

The Council of the Royal Zoological and Acclimatisation 
Society of Victoria begs to submit its Fifty-sixth Annual Re¬ 
port to the Subscribers and the Public, and has much plea¬ 
sure in stating that, despite the general increase in the prices 
of all commodities and the epidemic of pneumonic influenza, 
which reduced the attendance of visitors and the resulting 
revenue, the past year has been a fairly prosperous one. 

A few specimens were received from other countries 
during the year, but the general trade in animals has not 
yet recovered from the effects of the war. 

The young Hippopotamus has grown well, and the 
health of the other animals has been, in general, good. 


As usual, the floral display has been very beautiful, and 
attracted much approval. The grass lawns have been in¬ 
creased, more flower beds made, and many new shrubs 
planted. 

The receipts at the entrance gates for the year were 
£4,154 12s. 9d., a falling off of about £500, and from other 
sources, exclusive of the Government grant, £1,280 8s. 8d. 
The number of visitors on Sundays was approximately 
162 446, and on week days 122,785, making a total of 285,251, 
being 102,759 less than last year, largely owing to the in¬ 
fluenza. These figures do not include children from Charit¬ 
able Institutions, State and Primary Schools, and soldiers and 
sailors in uniform, who are admitted free of charge. 


Several improvements to the buildings have been car¬ 
ried out during the year. The exercising yard for the 
larger carnivores has been divided, and new sleeping dens 
erected. A new cement and wire structure is being built 
for felines, and when this is completed the-old wooden mam¬ 
mal-houses, where these animals are at present kept, will be 
done away with. 


The new iron and cement structure for “Mollic” the 
Ourang-utang, was finished, and she has now been in it for 
some months. Mollie is not only very strong, but is also 
an adept at discovering any weak places there may be in her 
house; she uses knives, bottles, &c., given her by thoughtless 
persons, for house destruction.

During the year the Council purchased 2 Leopards, 1 
Bengal Tiger, 1 Sloth Bear, 1 Leopard Cat, 4 Flamingoes, 2 
Indian Pythons, 3 hen Ostriches, and many smaller speci¬ 
mens, as well as native animals and birds. 

At the time that Australia was suffering so heavily 
from the epidemic of pneumonic influenza, four animals in 
our Gardens were attacked by this disease and succumbed, 
namely, 2 Wolves and 2 Dingoes. It also made its appear¬ 
ance among the Lions and Bears, but these recovered under 
treatment by the Society’s Hon. Veterinary Surgeon, Dr. 
Kendall, and the Society was fortunate in not suffering more 
losses by this dread disease. 

In conclusion, the Council desires to thank those who 
have so kindly presented native animals and birds to the 
Gardens, and to express its appreciation of the services of 
the Staff.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Fifty-sixth Annual Meeting of the Royal Zoologi¬ 
cal and Acclimatisation Society of Victoria was held at the 
Town Hall, Melbourne, on Wednesday, 3rd March, 1920, at 
3 p.m. 

Present: Mr. C. W. Maclean (in the chair), Messrs. E. 
G. Brook, J. G. Membrey, E. J. Dunn, W. R. Grimwade, C. J. 
Peowrie, and others. 

An apology was received from Mr. C. D. Lloyd. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read and 
confirmed. 


Mr. Maclean thanked the members for having elected 
him to the office of President, and stated that during the 
past year everything had gone on well in the Gardens." The 
attendance had been good, but naturally the influenza epi¬ 
demic affected it to a certain extent in the early part of the 
year, but he was glad to say that the attendance for the be¬ 
ginning of 1920 was more than for the same period during 
the previous year. The health of the animals had been, 
on the whole, good, but he regretted the death of the hybrid 
Zebra, which wan an old animal, having been in the Gardens 
for twenty-eight years. He trusted that now trade was 
settling down, although the prices of animals had increased, 
the Society would have a better opportunity of obtaining 
more animals; he also hoped that the trade in Australian 
animals would be placed on a better basis than it was at 
present. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Lord Mayor for 
kindly allowing the Society the use of a room in the Town 
Hall for the Annual Meeting. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman. 

The Annual Report and Statement of Accounts were 


adopted. 

The Chairman declared Col. G. Horne, Mr. W. David¬ 
son and Mr. Currie, who had retired as having attended the 
fewest Council Meetings during the year, re-elected, there 
being no other nominations. 

The following gentlemen were nominated for the fol¬ 
lowing positions on the Council: 

President: Mr. C. W. Maclean. 

Vice-Presidents: Mr. J. G. Membrey, Mr. W. Davidson. 

Hon. Treasurer: Mr. E. G. Brook.

REGULATIONS 

MADE BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 

ROYAL 

Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 

Pursuant to the Zoological and Acclimatisation Society Incorporation Act, 

No, 794, 1884, Section 8, 
and approved by the Governor-in-Council. 


1. Membership.— A subscriber of one guinea annually shall be en¬ 
titled to a family ticket to admit himself and family to the gardens. The 
financial year terminates 31 st December. And a contributor of ten 
guineas or upwards in one sum shall be a life member of the Society, 
and shall have the same privileges as the holder of a family ticket. Any 
person who has rendered special services to the Society may be elected 
an honorary member by the council, and shall have the same privileges 
as the holder of a family ticket. Members of the council of the Society 
and the directors have power to admit visitors to the colony free of 
charge to the gardens. 

2 . Election of Council.— At the annual meeting to be held in the 
month of February, 1885 , nine members, comprising the whole of the 
elected members of the council, shall be elected by ballot, and there¬ 
after the president, vice-presidents, and treasurer shall annually retire 
from office, and also three other members of council (namely, those who 
have attended the fewest meetings of the council since their appoint¬ 
ment) shall retire annually, but shall be eligible for rc-c.cction, subject 
to Regulation No, q, 

3 . Vacancy in Council, how supplied.— In the case of a vacancy 
occurring by the death, resignation, or non-attendance of any member of 
the council ror a period of two months without leave of the council, the 
remaining members shall, in due course, appoint another member of the 
Society to be a member of the council in the place and $tcad of the 
member who shall so die, resign, or absent himself; but such new 
member shall be nominated at an ordinary meeting of the council prior 
to the meeting at which he is elected. 

4. Council to fill up Vacancies.— In case of a vacancy occurring by 
the death or resignation of the president, vice-president, or honorary 
treasurer, the council may appoint from amongst themselves, or the 
other members of the Socie'v, a person to fill the vacancy so occurring, 
and the person - lectod sli.ill hold office only until the next annual 
meeting, but shall be eligible for re-election for the subsequent year. 
Provided that such vacancy shall not be filled up unless 7 days’ notice 
in writing shall have been ent to each member of the council, stating 
the vacancies which it is proposed to fill up. 

5 . Eligibility of Memb rs of Council. — No person shall be eligible 
as a member of council unless he be a subscriber to the funds of the 
Society of at least one guinea per annum, and any member of council 
whose subscription shall be in arrear for three months after his sub¬ 
scription is payable shall cease to be a member of council Pro- 










GIRAFFE- (15 fi. in height) 
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vided that this rule shall not apply to persons who may have become 
life members of the Society, by a payment of ten guineas, or who may 
be honorary members of the Society; and provided also that a month’s 
notice in writing shall be sent to the member so in arrear before his 
place can be filled up. 

6. Meetings of Council. —The council shall meet at least once a 
month, three members to form a mtorum, and transact the business of 
the Society. And the director shall have power to call a special meet¬ 
ing of the council whenever occasion may require. 

7. Minutes of Proceedings. —Minutes shall be made in books kept 
for the purpose of all proceedings at general meetings of the members, 
and minutes shall also be made of the proceedings of the council at 
their general and special meetings, and of the names of the members 
attending the same, and such minutes shall be open to inspection 
by any member of the Society at all reasonable times. 

8. Moneys to be paid to Treasurer. — All subscriptions and other 
moneys received on account of the Society shall be paid to the treasurer, 
or some person authorised by him, who shall place the same in a bank, 
to be named by the council, to the credit of the Societv; and no sum 
shall be paid on account of the Socictv until the same shall have been 
ordered by the council, and such order be duly entered in the book 
of the proceedings of the council, and all cheques shall be signed bv 
the treasurer as such, and be countersigned by the president or one of 
the vice-presidents, and by the director. 

q. Annual Meeting,— An annual meeting of members shall be held 
in the month of February in each year, and the council shall report 
their proceedings during the past year, and shall produce their 
accounts duly audited for publication ; and the meeting shall elect by 
ballot the office-bearers for the ensuing year, and fill up any vacancy 
which may exist in the council. 

10. Medals.— No medal of the Society shall be awarded to any 
person except by vote of at least seven members of council, present 

a council meeting, and after notice of motion for awarding such medal 
shall have been given at the next preceding meeting of the council. 

11. Time ef Gardens Opening and Closing. —The gardens arc open 
from half-past q a.m. till half-past 4 p.m. in winter, and 6 p.m. in 
summer, except on Sundays, when the gates are not onened until half¬ 
past 1 p.m., and close at 5.30 p.m. 

12. Dogs not allowed ip Gardens. —Visitors are not allowed tu 
bring dogs into the gardens. A penalty ot two pounds is imposed for 
an offence against this regulation, in addition to which the owner of 
any dog found in the gardens will be he*'’ responsible for any damage 
done by such dog. 

13. Prohibitions. —Victors are especially prohibited from teasing or 
disturbing the animals or birds; also from interrupting the workmen by 
conversation or otherwise; also from leaving bottles, broken glass or 
crockery, paper or litter of any kind in the gardens; from lighting any 
fire therein ; from posting any bills on the fences, houses or trees ; ami 
from playing cricket, football, or other games within the gardens. A 
penalty of ten shillings is imposed for an offence against this regu¬ 
lation. 

14. Children unprotected, not allowed In Gardens.— Children under 
twelve years of age will not be allowed within the gardens unless with 
a parent or other ackilt, and if found therein may be expelled therefrom. 
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i5- Prohibitions. — Walking- across the shrubberies or flower borders, 
pulling - ' flowers or branches lrom the. plants, shrubs, or trees, standing 
upon or climbing over any of the fences, climbing trees or bird-nesting, 
cutting names or letters or marks or any kind, or writing on any of 
the seats, or trees or fences, or any building erected for the accommo¬ 
dation of the public, are strictly prohibited. A penalty of ten shillings 
is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

16. Entwines Excpt by Gate Prohibited. Entering the gardens by 
climbing over the fence, cr by any gate other than the one by which the 
public are admitted, or without having paid the charge for admission, 
or entering into those parts of the grounds which ate specially closed 
for plantation or other purposes is strictly prohibited. A penalty of 
not less than twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this 
regulation. 

17. Smoking Prohibited.—Smoking in the summer time, at such 
times as may seem necessary, to the director for the safety of the 
gardens and the property therein, is prohibited, and at such times 
notices to that effect will* be posted at the gates. A penalty of five 
shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

« 

iS. Expulsion on Misbthivlour.- Any person found in a state of 
intoxication, or behaving in a disorderly manner, or crca ing or taking 
part in any disturbance, or committing any act of indece icy, or swear¬ 
ing, or using bad language, or committing a breach nf any. of the 
above regulations, may be forthwith removed from the gardens, and 
any member of the Society so misbehaving shall cease to be a member. 

19. ' Preaching or public harangues, whereby a crowd is collected 
within the gardens, or on the grounds under the control of the council 
of the Society, are strictly forbidden. A penalty of five pounds is 
imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

20. No person shall be permitted, without permission of the council, 
to carry on any traffic whatsoever, or distribute handbills in the gar¬ 
dens. A penalty of twenty sniffings is imposed for an offence against 
this regulation. 

21. No musical band or ether instrumental or vocal performers shall 
■ be permitted to perform in the gardens unless with the express permis¬ 
sion of the director. A penalty of two pounds is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 

22. Charges for Admission.— On Sundays non-subscribers shall be 
admitted to the gardens upon pawrient of threepence for each adult 
and one penny fur each child under the age of twelve years and over 
the age of three years; but children under the age 

of three years shall be admitted free. On all other days of 
the week non-subscribers >1 all be admitted to the gardens upon 
payment of sixpence foi e ch adult and tlrr.epcnce for each child 
* did age of '.volve years. On

tions .. i’ll be admitted fix ... On Sundays and all other days of the 
week subscribers and members of the Society shall be admitted free. 


23. Repeal cf Pre-existing Rules.- All rules and regulations of the 
Society in force prior to its incorporation and up to the date of these 
regulations coming into effect are hereby repealed.
